Venereal  Disease  Clinics  are  held  at  York  and  Hull. 

Cytology  Clinics  are  held  in  Pocklington. 

Family  Planning  Clinics  are  held  monthly  at  Pocklington  and  Market

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  supplied  within 
the  Rural  District  is  controlled  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds 
Area)  Water  Board  and  the  following  details  and  figures  are 
given  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  to  the  Board, 

Mr.  H,  Ackroyd,  whose  ready  assistance  is  acknowledged. 

The  quality  of  water  supplied  in  the  area  has  been 
good,  only  occasionally  have  any  bad  samples  been  reported  and 
these  have  been  due  mainly  to  pollution  at  the  source.  All 
water  in  the  area  is  chlorinated  before  passing  into  supply, 

Pocklington  Rural  District  Council's  area  receives 
water  from  four  sources  which  are  listed  below,  From  each 
source  a  bacteriological  examination  of  raw  water  is  taken 
once  a  fortnight  and  a  bacteriological  examination  of  treated 
water  before  passing  into  a  supply  is  taken  every  week.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  system  of  household  refuse  collection  embodies  a  weekly 
collection  throughout  the  District  and  in  built-up  communities  collections 
are  made  from  the  rear  of  each  property.  In  the  outlying  area  collection 
is  made  from  the  kerbside. 

The  Council  does  not  possess  a  refuse  tip  but  an  Agreement  is  in 
operation  with  a  private  firm  for  the  reception  of  refuse  from  the  Council 
in  a  tip  centrally  situated  within  the  Rural  District.  The  control  of  such 
tip  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Owner  and  the  Councils  only  commitment  is 
the  payment  of  charges  and  rodent  control. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  in 
the  open  countryside  and  Notices  had  to  be  displayed  in  certain  areas 
where  the  problem  was  especially  bad.  These  Notices  had  certain  effect 
and  in  one  village  the  area  concerned  was  completely  cleared  and  reinstated 
to  its  former  use. 

In  addition  to  the  problem  outlined  in  the  last  paragraph  it  was 
found  that  in  the  new  private  housing  estates  a  problem  was  being  created 
through  the  dumping  of  garden  refuse  on  undeveloped  lapd  and  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Council  to  uplift  these  accumulations  from  time  to 
time.  Consideration  was  given  atCommittee  level  to  the  introduction 
of  a  container  system  during  the  appropriate  months  of  the  year  so  that 
the  refuse  could  be  dumped  in  the  container  which  would  be  uplifted  as 
and  when  necessary.  No  definite  conclusion  was  reached. 

A  start  was  made  by  the  Work  Study  Engineer  on  his  survey  of  the 
system  with  a  view  to  an  early  introduction  of  bonus  payments  for  pre¬ 
scheduled  work.  The  survey  progressed  well  and  the  report  was  accepted 
by  the  Council.  Implementation  of  the  contents  of  the  report  was 
expected  in  the  early  part  of  1973. 
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SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  asked  for  an 
appriasal  of  all  outstanding  schemes  and  a  Report  was  duly  furnished 
by  the  Engineer.  Arising  out  of  the  discussions  that  followed,  a 
programme  was  evolved  in  the  hope  that  some  of  the  work  could  be 
executed  over  a  two  year  period.  The  Engineer  was  instructed  accordingly 
but  the  only  Tenders  received  were  those  in  relation  to  the  further 
extension  of  the  Pocklington  Sewage  Works  and  the  introduction  of  a 
system  of  sewers  at  Millington.  The  next  scheme  in  the  programme  was 
that  dealing  with  the  sewering  of  Fangfoss,  Spittal  and  Bolton. 

In  the  post  war  years  a  considerable  mileage  of  sewers  has  been 
laid  in  the  southern  part  of  the  District  and  most  of  the  ground  is  bad 
for  the  purpose  because  of  trouble  with  running  sand.  Despite  this,  no 
problems  had  arisen  on  any  of  the  installations  but  during  the  summer  a 
sewer  did  collapse  at  Seaton  Ross  and  on  being  examined  it  was  found  that 
the  bad  ground  conditions  were  responsible.  The  early  repair  work  was 
done  on  a  day  to  day  basis  but  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  tenders  for  the 
renewal  of  part  of  the  sewer  because  of  the  high  cost  involved. 

Repairs  were  carried  out  in  normal  maintenance  duties  but  a  much 
larger  repair  was  required  at  Bishop  Wilton  where  the  filter  walls  were 
entirely  renewed. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  considered  reports  on  fencing  of  the 
existing  Sewage  Works,  flooding  in  parts  of  Market  Weighton  and  Pocklington 
but  no  physical  action  was  taken  other  than  the  provision  of  additional 
fencing  at  Melbourne  Disposal  Works. 

Although  Engineering  Reports  had  been  received  during  the  year, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  give  close  consideration  to  an  early  extension 
of  the  disposal  facilities  at  Stamford  Bridge  because  new  housing  estates 
were  progressing  very  quickly  and  in  the  Autumn  it  was  evident  that  the  works 
were  becoming  overloaded  to  an  unacceptable  extent. 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  a  report  that  those  private 
estates  where  sewers  had  not  been  adopted  should  be  the  subject  of 
inspections  and  that  the  Developers  should  be  invited  to  ask  for  formal 
adoption  of  their  installations.

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HOUSING 


Possibly  for  the  first  time  since  19^5  the  Council  did  not 
erect  any  new  dwellings  during  the  year  although  consideration  was 
given  to  the  provision  of  dwellings  on  three  sites  at  Pocklington, 

Market  Weighton  and  Stamford  Bridge  respectively  and  in  the  first 
two  cases  all  the  preliminaries  were  done  with  a  view  to  construction 
work  starting  the  following  year. 

Improvements  to  Council  Houses  were  continued  and  a  programme 
was  drawn  up  to  ensure  that  all  dwellings  in  the  Council's  ownership 
were  brought  up  to  standard. 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  provision  of  roads  and 
sewers  on  land  in  their  possession  at  Barmby  Moor  with  a  view  to  plots 
being  sold  off  to  private  individuals  who  wished  to  erect  their  own 
dwellings  in  their  own  way,  but  progress  was  held  up  because  consideration 
was  given  to  the  purchase  of  additional  land. 

A  scheme  of  Welfare  Bungalows  at  Pocklington  had  been  completed 
the  previous  year  and  it  was  decided  that  its  standard  was  such  that 
the  Award  Scheme  for  Good  Design  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
should  be  considered  and  that  an  entry  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

A  housing  survey  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  whilst 
certain  figures  were  made  available  to  the  Council  the  actual 
summarised  figures  were  not  supplied  because  changes  in  Staff 
made  the  furnishing  of  them  impossible. 

The  upsurge  in  the  Improvement  Grant  applications  that  had 
been  noted  in  the  previous  year  continued  and  an  additional  work 
load  was  placed  on  the  Department  in  their  exercise  of  this  function.
